12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  negotiate 
for,  contract  for,  accept  and  to  do  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain  such 
Federal,  State  or  other  assistance  (financial  or  otherwise),  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto.  (Proposed  by  Selectmen. ) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  committee,  and  to  authorize  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  same,  to  prepare  and  recommend  to  the  Town  a  proposed

Also,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  the  Janitor  of  the  Town  Hall. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Cemeteries,  each 
member  to  serve  a  three  (3)  year  term.  Beginning  next  year,  the  Town  shall  elect 
one  (1)  member  for  one  (1)  year,  one  (1)  member  for  two  (2)  years,  and  one  (1) 
member  for  three  (3)  years.  Also,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  duties  for  the 
Cemetery  Trustees  shall  include : 

A.  Maintenance  of  the  cemetery  grounds 

B.  Care  of  maps  of  lots. 

C.  Care  of  deeds. 

D.  Sale  of  lots  and  collection  for  trust  funds. 

E.  Preparing  budget  for  cemeteries. 

F.  Appointing  Sexton. 

Also,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  that  the  Cemetery  Trustees  appoint 
the  Sexton  and  that  he  work  under  their  direction. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  five  (5)  member  Budget  Committee  with 
each  member  to  serve  a  three  (3)  year  term,  beginning  next  year  when  the  Town 
will  elect  two  (2)  members  for  three  (3)  years,  two  (2)  members  for  two  (2)  years, 
and  one  ( 1 )  member  for  one  ( 1 )  year. 

27 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  36:4  II  (b)  (Supp.  1975)  beginning  next  year 
by  electing  two  (2)  members  for  a  one  (1)  year  term,  one  (1)  member  for  a  two  (2) 
year  term,  and  one  (1)  member  for  a  three  (3)  year  term.  The  fifth  member  shall 
be  a  Selectman  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  ex  officio,  whose  term  shall 
correspond  to  his  official  tenure.  Thereafter,  the  term  of  an  elected  Planning 
Board  member  shall  be  three  (3)  years.

EXPLANATION  OF  BALLOT  QUESTION  REGARDING 

EXPANDED  ELDERLY  EXEMPTION  LAW 

AND  REVISION  OF  ASSESSMENTS 

TO  100%  FAIR  VALUE 

The  Selectmen  were  requested  to  place  before  the  Town  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  Town  wished  to  adopt  the  Expanded  Elderly  Exemption  provisions  of 
the  State  law.  The  Selectmen  agreed  to  do  this  and  now  find  that  the  law  requires 
that  it  be  a  referendum  question  on  the  printed  Town  ballot  used  for  the  election  of 
officers.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  will  be  no  opportunity  for  prior  discussion,  it 
seems  wise  to  explain  the  matter  in  the  Town  Report. 

This  chapter  of  State  law  not  only  provides  for  the  expansion  of  the  Elderly 
Exemptions  on  real  estate,  but  also  revises  the  qualifications  and  makes  an  im- 
portant change  in  the  method  of  application  of  the  exemption  to  the  Town 
assessments.  We  reproduce  below  a  bulletin  from  the  State  Revenue 
Administration  explaining  the  revisions  and  the  application  of  these  exemptions. 
EXPANDED  ELDERLY  EXEMPTION  LAW 

Chapter  226  —  Laws  of  1977,  has  increased  the  permissible  amount  of  total  assets 
from  $35,000.00  to  $50,000.00,  tangible  or  intangible,  less  bona  fide  encumbrances. 

This  law  became  effective  April  1,  1977.  Besides  changing  the  amount  of  total 
assets,  it  also  changes  the  method  for  computing  the  Exemption.  Under  the  old 
law,  if  property  within  the  city  or  town  was  not  assessed  at  100%,  the  amount  of 
valuation  exempted  was  that  proportion  of  the  total  exemption  allowed  for  that 
particular  age  that  the  level  of  assessments,  as  found  by  the  equalization  survey, 
bears  to  100%. 

EXAMPLE:  (Town  Equalization  %  rate  =  .30;  Property  Valuation  by  Town  = 
$22,000) 
Prior  Method: 

Age  65  =   $5,000  X  .30  =  $1,500;  Valuation  for  Tax  purpose  =  $20,500 
Age  75  =  $10,000  X  .30  =  $3,000;  Valuation  for  Tax  purpose  =  $19,000 
Age  80  =  $20,000  X  .30  =  $6,000;  Valuation  for  purpose  =  $16,000 
Present  Method :  Now  the  Exemption  would  be  applied  as  follows : 

(Property  Valuation  by  Town  =  $22,000) 
Exemption  age  65  =   $5,000;  Valuation  for  Tax  purpose  =  $17,000 
Exemption  age  75  =  $10,000;  Valuation  for  Tax  purpose  =  $12,000 
Exemption  age  80  =  $20,000;  Valuation  for  Tax  purpose  =    $2,000 

If  the  town  has  not  already  adopted  the  Expanded  Elderly  Exemption,  it  may  do 
so  by  having  the  question  placed  on  the  Warrant  for  a  Town  meeting  at  which  of- 
ficers are  elected  in  the  manner  provided  in  RSA  39:3.  Such  question  shall  be 
presented  for  voter  approval  in  the  following  manner:  (Page  104  Supp.  (a)  (b)  (c) 

(d)  The  wording  on  the  ballot  of  any  referendum  for  the  adoption  of  this  sub- 
division shall  be  as  follows : 

"Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-B  and  43-C  for  Expanded  Exemp- 
tions on  Real  Estate  which  provided  for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  a  $5,000 
exemption;  a  resident  75  years  of  age  up  to  80,  a  $10,000  exemption;  a  resident  80 
years  of  age  or  older,  a  $20,000  exemption.  Provided  that  the  resident  owns  the  real 
estate  individually  or  jointly  with  another  or  his  spouse  with  whom  he  has  been 
living  for  at  least  5  years  as  man  and  wife;  said  resident  had  a  net  income  of  less 
than  $7,000  or  combined  income  with  spouse  of  less  than  $9,000;  and  owns  assets  of 
any  kind,  tangible  or  intangible,  less  bona  fide  encumbrances,  not  in  excess  of 
$50,000.00. 


If  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  are  adopted  by  a  town  or  city  that  had  not 
previously  adopted  this  subdivision,  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:39  and  72:40  are  no 
longer  effective  in  that  city  or  town. 

If  after  adoption  of  this  subdivision  as  amended,  a  town  or  city  votes  to  rescind 
such  adoption,  RSA  72:39  and  72:40  shall  take  effect  at  the  same  time  such 
rescission  becomes  effective. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  all  taxpayers  should  be  aware  that  the  adoption  of  this 
chapter  would  mean  that  the  only  way  that  these  expanded  exemptions  could  be 
provided  for  and  still  be  sure  that  the  intent  of  the  law  is  carried  out  and  that  there 
is  equity  and  fairness  among  all  taxpayers  would  be  to  revise  all  assessments  for 
the  future  to  a  100%  fair  market  value.  The  Selectmen  would  feel  obligated  to  make 
this  change  if  the  taxpayers  vote  to  adopt  this  chapter.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  major  concerns  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  continue  to  be  the  problems  of 
1976  —  the  still  unresolved  problems  related  to  the  North  Bennington  bridge  and 
the  continuing  engineering  study  and  sewage  collection  and  treatment  engineering 
which  now  enters  its  next  phase.  To  these  old  problems  we  add  a  new  one  —  the 
need  to  develop  a  permanent  zoning  ordinance  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  com- 
munity to  replace  the  temporary  emergency  zoning  enacted  during  1977.  We  would 
like  to  review  and  comment  on  both  these  major  problems  and  also  all  other 
aspects  of  town  affairs. 

North  Bennington  Bridge: 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1977  the  Selectmen  put  before  the  town  the 
suggestion  that  the  continuance  of  legal  action  against  the  County  Commissioners 
might  well  be  both  futile  and  would  certainly  be  lengthy  and  expensive.  They 
further  stated  that  they  could  not  recommend  continued  litigation  but  suggested 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  town  as  well  as  the  North  Bennington  area  residents 
would  be  served  by  closing  the  matter  of  the  bridge  and  turning  to  the  project  of  a 
major  improvement  on  the  North  Bennington  Road.  The  Selectmen  stated  that  if 
the  town  so  voted,  they  would  bring  before  the  next  Town  Meeting  a  proposal  for  a 
major  upgrade  of  the  North  Bennington  Road. 

The  Selectmen  felt  that  before  we  could  recommend  a  bond  issue  and  major 
project  on  the  North  Bennington  Road  we  would  have  to  have  a  better  idea  of  what 
the  potential  commitment  for  construction  of  a  bridge  might  turn  out  to  be.  When 
the  town  voted  to  forego  any  further  litigation  on  the  subject,  the  Board  presumed 
the  matter  was  closed ;  but  last  fall  a  small  group  of  North  Bennington  citizens 
initiated  legal  action  on  their  own  to  force  the  matter  before  the  County  Com- 
missioners. The  town  has  taken  no  position  in  this  litigation  but  the  Town  of  Antrim 
has  maintained  that  it  will  oppose  and  appeal  to  higher  courts  if  necessary. 

As  of  this  writing  the  matter  is  still  unresolved  and  we  have  no  idea  as  to  whether 
the  town  ultimately  will  be  committed  to  construction  or  major  repair.  It  is  the 
Board's  feeling  that  the  decision  as  to  whether  a  major  commitment  to  the  North 
Bennington  Road  is  justified  at  this  time  should  be  placed  before  the  town  and  a 
Warrant  item  to  that  effect  will  be  included. 

Water  Pollution  Engineering: 

The  engineering  firm  of  Duf resne-Henry  has  completed  their  engineering  study 
and  their  proposed  solution  to  the  town's  water  pollution  problem.  They  have 
recommended  a  modest  minimum  collection  system  for  the  area  of  the  town  where 
other  means  are  unfeasible,  together  with  a  simple  treatment  plant.  This  proposed 
solution  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Water  Pollution  Commission  and  approval 
by  EPA  is  expected  momentarily.  A  public  hearing  covering  the  environmental 
aspects  of  the  study  and  proposal  was  held  last  fall  and  a  further  informational 
hearing  related  to  the  next  step  in  the  process  will  be  held  Tuesday  evening, 
February  28th,  at  7 :  30 P.M. 

The  hearing  will  review  and  discuss  in  detail  the  proposed  collection  system  and 
treatment  process,  the  anticipated  engineering  construction  and  operating  costs 
and  methods  of  financing.  A  Warrant  article  authorizing  the  next  step,  which 
would  be  final  engineering,  is  being  proposed  and  the  cost  will  be  covered  ap- 
proximately 75%  by  the  Federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  an  ad- 
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ditional  20%  by  the  State.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  good  turnout  for  this  in- 
formational public  hearing  and  the  proposed  solution  is  recommended  by  both  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board. 

Zoning: 

During  the  year,  as  a  result  of  an  unexpected  crisis,  the  town  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  enacted  temporary  emergency  zoning.  Included  in  this  year's  Warrant 
will  be  a  recommendation  and  request  for  authority  to  appoint  a  broad-based 
committee  of  citizens  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  Planning 
Board  in  the  development  of  permanent  zoning  more  suited  to  the  needs  and 
problems  of  our  own  town  as  a  replacement  for  the  temporary  emergency  zoning. 
It  is  anticipated  that  this  joint  project  will  take  some  time,  but  either  late  in  1978  or 
at  the  March  1979  Town  Meeting  —  preceded  by  more  than  one  public  hearing  — 
recommendations  will  be  placed  before  the  Town  Meeting. 

Tax  Map: 

For  years  since  1974  the  town  has  voted  appropriations  towards  a  tax  map  which 
will  be  required  by  the  State  shortly.  However,  it  is  becoming  obvious  that  the  cost 
of  this  required  tax  map  will  be  substantially  larger  than  anticipated  and  the 
appropriations  towards  this  end  must  be  increased.  In  the  meantime  consideration 
must  be  given  to  committing  to  this  project  using  the  appropriate  engineers. 

Fire  Department: 

The  Fire  Department,  with  its  new  station,  continues  to  provide  its  usual  broad 
and  excellent  service.  A  trust  fund  towards  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck  will  be 
continued  and  added  to.  The  department,  entirely  through  their  own  resources, 
added  a  rescue  vehicle  during  1977.  The  Board  expresses  its  appreciation  on  behalf 
of  the  town  for  all  the  work  done  by  this  group. 

Police  Department: 

David  Larocque  was  appointed  Chief  during  1977  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  few 
special  policemen  has  provided  broad  and  adequate  coverage.  The  Selectmen  will 
include  in  the  Warrant  an  item  for  the  replacement  of  the  police  cruiser. 

The  Selectmen  jointly  with  the  Antrim  Selectmen  are  also  including  in  this 
year's  Warrant  a  recommendation  that  a  joint  study  committee  with  Antrim  be 
formed  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  a  joint  Police  Department.  The  combining  of 
resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  small  towns  is  a  very  obvious  and  very  practical 
trend  and  has  been  very  successful  in  meeting  the  town's  landfill  operational 
needs.  Both  Boards  feel  that  the  possibilities  of  joint  police  coverage  are  worth 
serious  study. 

Federal  Municipal  Employment  Program : 

The  town  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  qualify  a  project  related  to  the  im- 
pavement  of  town  roads,  the  cutting  of  brush,  rebuilding  of  walls,  etc.,  which  has 
enabled  us  to  employ  two  and  sometimes  three  men  at  a  cost  fully  covered  by 
Federal  government  reimbursement.  This  program,  which  is  funded  through  May 
1,  1978  has  been  of  very  major  assistance  in  permitting  a  substantial  amount  of 
road  improvement  work  without  cost  to  the  town. 

The  position  of  a  Town  Maintenance  Man  for  general  use  for  all  departments  was 
funded  to  June  30, 1977,  and  particularly  in  the  Town  Hall  provided  the  opportunity 
for  substantial  improvement. 
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KBW  Subdivision  and  Bond: 

The  forfeited  bond  with  interest  thereon  originally  furnished  by  KBW  was  used 
to  improve  the  stretch  of  road  to  Deering  north  of  the  so-called  Iron  Bridge. 
Approximately  60%  of  the  funds  available  were  used  in  1977  and  the  remaining 
funds  will  be  used  to  surface  the  road  in  1978. 

Public  Library: 

The  Library  Trustees  have  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  explained  their 
financial  problems  in  maintaining  the  necessary  services  with  trust  fund  income 
which  does  not  grow  at  the  rate  that  inflation  increases  all  other  costs.  At  the  time 
of  the  original  gift  of  the  library,  the  town  was  committed  to  the  appropriation  of 
$200  annually  towards  its  support.  No  doubt  at  that  time  this  represented  a  fairly 
substantial  sum,  but  it  would  seem  quite  obvious  that  if  the  town  is  to  continue  to 
meet  its  moral  commitment,  that  support  level  will  have  to  be  substantially  in- 
creased. The  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee  will  make  recommendations 
regarding  this  problem. 

Water  Department : 

The  Water  Commissioners  suggest  that  the  townspeople  should  be  aware  of  the 
fact  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  a  further  capital  expenditure  will  probably  be 
required  in  order  to  continue  to  expand  service,  maintain  adequate  pressure,  and 
move  towards  eliminating  open  reservoirs  which  will  be  required  by  the  State 
shortly.  Probably  in  the  not  too  distant  future  an  appropriation  and  recom- 
mendation from  the  Water  Commissioners  for  a  solution  to  these  problems  will  be 
placed  before  the  town. 

Property  Acquired  by  Tax  Sale: 

The  town  acquired  three  valuable  subdivision  lots  in  the  Onset  Subdivision  by  tax 
sale  in  the  fall  of  1977.  Now  that  a  Tax  Collector's  deed  has  properly  been  recorded, 
the  Board  will  plan  an  auction  or  sealed  bid  sale  sometime  in  the  spring  when  the 
weather  would  appear  to  be  appropriate. 

Taxes: 

It  would  be  nice  to  tell  the  taxpayers  that  the  tax  rate  will  not  increase,  but  that 
simply  is  impossible.  The  continuing  increase  in  school  budgets,  the  continuing 
increase  in  the  costs  of  operating  the  town,  together  with  the  required  steps  such  as 
water  pollution,  collection  and  treatment,  improvement  of  outlying  roads,  etc., 
mean  that  the  total  real  estate  tax  burden  will  inevitably  increase.  We  can  only 
pledge  ourselves  to  do  the  very  best  to  hold  costs  in  line  and  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  for  the  dollar.

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TRUSTEES  REPORT 

We  would  like  to  include  in  our  report  this  year  a  welcome  to  our  new  librarian, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Crowley.  Mrs.  Crowley's  warm  personality  and  enthusiasm  will  be  a 
great  asset  to  our  library.  We  want  to  thank  Mary  Ellen  Lindsay  and  Julie  Brooks 
for  the  fine  job  they  did  for  us  previously  to  Mrs.  Crowley. 

We  would  like  to  explain  to  you  the  substantial  increase  in  the  Library  budget 
which  we  have  requested  of  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee.  Many  of  you 
are  quite  aware  of  the  stretchability  of  the  dollar.  I'm  afraid  our  library  dollar  has 
been  stretched  to  the  limit.  The  Trustees  feel  the  townspeople  want  a  functional 
library,  one  that  is  financially  sound  and  structurally  sound.  We've  tried  to  do  this 
with  as  little  drain  on  the  town  funds  as  possible,  and  we  feel  the  trustees  of  past 
and  present  have  done  this  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

When  the  library  was  built  in  1906  the  town  appropriated  $200.00  for  its  operation 
costs  and  has  every  year  to  this  date.  For  the  first  few  years  of  its  life  $200.00  was 
quoted  sufficient.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  first  8  or  10  years  the  library  didn't  spend 
the  whole  allotment.  In  1923  and  then  again  in  1938  the  library  was  blessed  with 
numerous  trust  funds  from  some  generous  citizens.  With  some  wise  investing  and 
thrifty  spending  these  trust  funds  have  maintained  and  improved  our  library  to  the 
point  it  is  at  today. 

But  as  everyone  of  you  know  of  your  own  everyday  expenses,  the  library's 
operating  expenses  have  risen  terribly.  Our  trust  fund  dividend  (we  have  access  to 
only  the  dividends  and  none  of  the  principal)  have  increased  somewhat  but  not  at 
the  same  rate  as  our  expenditures.  We  try  to  keep  a  buffer  in  our  checking  account 
to  cover  any  emergencies,  but  it's  no  longer  possible.  Our  books  and  periodicals 
have  fallen  off  greatly  for  lack  of  funds  to  buy  more  and  some  of  our  maintenance 
has  taken  a  backdoor  to  necessities  like  fuel  and  salaries. 

What  we  are  asking  of  the  town  is  that  they  assume  the  responsibility  of  the 
utilities  and  insurances  of  the  town  library  as  they  do  of  the  town  hall  —  town  shed, 
and  any  other  buildings  or  properties  belonging  to  the  town.  This  will  allow  us  to 
use  the  trust  fund  monies  as  they  were  intended  —  to  keep  a  good  stock  of 
literature,  reference  material  and  periodicals  available  for  the  townspeople's  use 
and  pleasure.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1977 

Land  sub-division  activity  was  low  during  1977.  The  largest  sub-division 
proposed  and  approved  was  Balch  Farm  Riverview  Acres.

The  Planning  Board  continued  to  follow  the  sewage  disposal  problem  in  an- 
ticipation of  a  completed  engineering  study  of  a  sewage  collection  system  and  a 
sub-surface  disposal  site. 

Interim  zoning  was  proposed  and  passed  by  the  town  at  a  special  meeting. 
Details  of  a  permanent  town  zoning  ordinance  to  be  submitted  for  town  approval 
will  be  one  of  our  major  concerns  in  the  coming  year.

REPORT  FROM  THE  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  members  of  the  Antrim-Bennington  Rescue  Squad  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  people  in  our  towns  for  their  support  this  past  year. 
Without  this  help  we  would  have  been  hard  pressed  to  provide  the  competent 
emergency  medical  care  expected  of  us. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  been  growing  to  meet  its  increasing  responsibilities  since 
its  inception.  But  with  growth  comes  the  problems  associated  with  this  growth.  To 
solve  some  of  these  problems,  the  Bennington  Fire  Department  has  purchased  a 
van  for  the  tools  and  equipment  used  in  rescue  and  vehicular  extrication.  In  ad- 
dition, several  members  of  the  Bennington  Fire  Department  have  completed  a 
course  in  Advanced  First  Aid,  and  are  going  to  have  a  course  in  extrication. 

To  avoid  problems  in  identifying  the  two  groups,  the  chiefs  of  the  two  fire 
departments  in  conjunction  with  the  selectmen  of  Antrim  and  Bennington  feel  that 
the  Bennington  personnel  should  be  referred  to  as  the  Bennington  Rescue  Squad 
with  responsibility  for  vehicular  extrication  and  other  such  rescues  in  the  two 
towns.  The  Antrim  group  would  be  referred  to  as  the  Antrim  Rescue  Squad  and 
would  be  responsible  for  responding  to  medical  emergencies  in  the  two  towns  and 
emergency  transportation  to  a  medical  facility. 

We  feel  this  to  be  a  workable  solution  and  will  begin  referring  to  the  two  units  as 
distinct  rescue  squads  immediately,  each  with  its  own  responsibilities.  The 
Bennington  Rescue  Squad  will  be  called  by  the  appropriate  authority  in  case  of 
accidents,  fires  or  other  such  situations  in  both  towns.  The  Antrim  Rescue  Squad 
will  respond  to  all  medical  emergencies  in  both  towns.  Both  squads  will  continue  to 
meet  their  responsibilities  to  the  Fire  Mutual  Aid  System. 

We  appreciate  your  concern  and  understanding  in  this  matter.  If  you  have  any 
questions,  feel  free  to  ask  any  Rescue  Squad  member.  Again,  the  men  and  women 
of  the  Rescue  Squads  thank  you  for  your  support  and  hope  your  concern  and 
support  will  continue  throughout  the  coming  year.

The  10  Monitors  were  purchased  that  was  voted  on  last  town  meeting  and  also 
the  hose  was  purchased. 

This  will  work 
along  with  the  Antrim  Squad  and  will  respond  to  all  Rescue  and  accident  call  in 
both  towns.  About  $6000.00  and  a  lot  of  man  hours  have  gone  into  this  so  far  with 
more  to  be  purchased  as  we  get  the  money.  Some  of  the  members  have  taken  a 
First  Aid  Course  and  will  be  taking  a  course  in  Extrication  at  a  latter  date.  The 
Fire  Dept.  Auxilary  donated  a  new  modern  Resusitator  to  be  in  the  Van. 

The  Antrim-Bennington  Rescue  had  128  calls  this  past  year.  They  came  to 
Bennington  42  times.  Again  they  deserve  everyones  praise  for  all  that  they  have 
done. 

Thanks  for  your  support  in  1977  and  hope  that  we  can  count  on  it  in  1978.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city  responsibility 
(RSA224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest 
fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the 
recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and  sup- 
pression activites  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when 
conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state 
sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  Vi  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate 
activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup 
personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works  well,  for 
New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires 
in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

In  reviewing  town  government,  the  committee  has  recognized  that  our  town 
government  works  well  because  of  the  dedicated  efforts  of  our  present  town  of- 
ficials. The  hours  of  service  given  each  week  by  our  town's  office-holders  should  be 
commended  by  all  Bennington  citizens. 

The  Committee  has  the  following  recommendations: 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1.  That  the  chief  continue  to  be  appointed. 

2.  That  the  position  of  Constable  be  eliminated. 

3.  That  $300.00  be  appropriated  for  dog  control  and  that  one  person  be  responsible 
for  dog  control. 

TOWN  HALL  BYLAWS  COMMITTEE 

1.  That  the  committee  be  reduced  to  three  members. 

2.  That  their  duties  be: 

A.  To  set  policy  for  the  Town  Hall 

B.  Govern  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall. 

C.  Make  recommendation  for  maintenance  of  Town  Hall  to  Selectmen. 

3.  That  the  janitor  for  the  Town  Hall  be  hired  by  Selectmen  instead  of  being  an 
elected  position. 

CEMETERIES 

1.  That  the  Town  elect  three  Trustees  of  the  Cemeteries  to  serve  alternating 
three  year  terms. 

2.  That  the  duties  include: 

A.  Maintenance  of  cemetery  grounds. 

B.  Care  of  maps  of  lots. 

C.  Care  of  deeds. 

D.  Sale  of  lots  and  collection  of  trust  funds. 

E.  Preparing  budget  for  cemeteries. 

F.  Appointing  Sexton. 

3.  That  the  Sexton  be  hired  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees  and  work  at  their  direction. 
PLANNING  BOARD 

That  the  Planning  Board  be  elected. 
HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

That  the  Highway  Agent's  duties  include  winter  snow  removal  of  town 
sidewalks. 
AUDITORS 

That  the  moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  to  see  if  the  Town 
should  hire  a  private  auditing  firm. 
BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

That  the  Town  elect  a  five  member  Budget  Committee  to  review  the  budget  and 
warrant  articles  prior  to  annual  and  special  town  meeting. 

We  also  recommend  that  we  eliminate  the  position  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures ;  also  that  of  Surveyor  of  Wood  and  Lumber.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Over  the  past  year  your  "part  time"  Police  Department  has  answered  412  police 
calls  involving  rape,  missing  children,  runaway  children,  thefts,  breaking  and 
entering,  criminal  tresspass,  vandalism,  plus  many  other  types  of  complaints  and 
crimes.  Of  these  complaints,  54  were  pertaining  to  dogs.  These  types  of  complaints 
cost  the  taxpayers  many  dollars  each  year.  If  everyone  who  owns  a  dog  were  to 
assist  their  Police  Department  by  exercising  better  control  over  their  dogs  and  by 
knowing  where  they  are  at  all  times  many  complaints  could  be  eliminated, 
therefore,  allowing  your  "part  time"  Police  Department  the  additional  time  to  be 
spent  on  more  serious  crimes  and  complaints. 

I  will  once  again  mention  that  if  anyone  is  in  need  of  a  Police  Officer  all  that  you 
have  to  do  is  dial  464-5333  and  an  officer  will  be  dispatched  immediately.

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HIGHWAY  AGENTS'  REPORT 

First  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  people  who  elected  me.  "Thank  you".  I 
have  made  some  new  friends  and  also  some  enemies.  To  the  friends  I'll  say  "Love 
Ya"  and  to  the  enemies  "God  Bless". 

I  was  fortunate  last  year  in  that  I  was  awarded  a  CETA  program  which  fur- 
nished me  with  some  hourly  workers  for  which  the  town  is  reimbursed  by  the 
Federal  Government.  This  is  free  to  us  in  the  hourly  sense  only.  The  tools, 
equipment,  overseeing,  and  all  around  general  headache  are  by  no  means  free. 

Your  highways  have  been  cut  back  in  relation  to  rights  of  way  farther  than  I 
have  seen  them  for  many  years.  There  is  still  some  cut  brush  in  some  areas  which 
has  to  be  cared  for,  and  with  the  new  State  and  Federal  regulations  which  prohibit 
your  road  agent  from  burning  in  any  way,  shape,  or  manner,  even  road  brush  in 
the  future  will  present  a  very  grave  and  expensive  problem. 

I  know  you  can't  see  it  but  there  is  nearly  $1,000  worth  of  road  patch  out  there 
somewhere. 

All  catch  basins  and  culverts  were  checked  and  cleaned.  Two  were  put  back  in 
service  after  not  being  seen  for  the  last  two  decades.  One  new  installation  was 
by /passed  (by  me)  in  anticipation  of  a  betterment  project  in  78  which  I  find  is  no 
longer  forthcoming  due  to  the  still  at  issue  "North  Bennington"  bridge. 

There  was  considerable  repair  work  done  on  the  dirt  areas  but  this  was  only 
repair  not  new  work.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  all  rains  were  of  torrential  variety 
instead  of  normal  precipitation.  At  this  writing  even  the  winter  of  77/78  is  ab- 
normal. If  it  starts  snowing  you  can  bet  it  will  soon  turn  to  rain  or  vice  versa.  This 
all  requires  a  twofold  treatment  program. 

The  "West  Deering"  road  was  started  under  the  monies  provided  by  the  KBW 
development  bond.  Trees  were  cut  and  base  gravel  put  on.  There  are  hopes  this 
will  get  finish  gravel  and  surface  treatment  in  the  coming  season. 

Beyond  all  this  all  I  can  say  is  I  didn't  accomplish  all  that  I  set  out  to  do  but  in- 
stead tried  to  put  everything  in  a  holding  pattern  until  further  decision  could  be 
made. 

I  do  not  want  any  of  the  above  to  be  construed  to  mean  that  I  am  knocking  any 
previous  road  agents  or  their  highway  workers.

BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

As  a  result  of  the  town's  adoption  of  the  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance,  The  Ben- 
nington Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  was  formed  pursuant  to  state  statute  in 
October  of  1977.  The  Selectmen  appointed  Joan  Schnare,  Paul  Murray,  Gaery 
Pomroy,  Richard  Delay  and  John  Cronin  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  while  the  emergency  Ordinance  is  in  effect. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  was  duly  organized  and  implemented  by-laws  and  an 
appellate  procedure.  All  Board  of  Adjustment  hearings  are  open  to  the  public. 
Likewise,  a  record  of  all  business  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  is 
available  for  public  in  the  Town  Hall. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  large  measure  of  civic  pride  and  responsibility  that  was 
demonstrated  by  the  townspeople  during  the  River  Valley  Services  crisis  remains 
viable,  as  it  is  an  essential  and  invaluable  resource  for  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
and  the  entire  town.

During  1977  the  Bennington  Fire  Department  acquired  and  completely  equipped 
a  rescue  vehicle  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  emergency  ambulance  vehicle 
of  the  Antrim  Fire  Department.

All  emergency  ambulance  service 
will,  of  course,  be  covered  by  the  emergency  ambulance. 
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
